The caverns of this counliy aic rather 


extensive than splendid : the floors aie 
frequently covcied with impure water, 
and the aii =o noxious as to render the 
entrance both dangerous and disagreeable. 


those ivhoiisiied them, can hardiv 


form an idea of the grandeur of some of 
those in Europe. 
The continent which 


exhibits the original formation of the easth 
in peculiar perfection and extent, seems in 
its caverns to present the rough model of 
what nature ITas elsewhere finished with 
exquisite skill. 


Aa immense cavern was not long since 


discovered by son-.e workmen employed 
in quarrying near the town of (Jalicr. in 
Tippcrary. Ireland. 
The "first entrance- 


is about 20 feet "from the surface of the 
ground. 
After proceeding along a decli- 


vity of '10 or 30 feet, which iermi;n:es in 
an al-:upt descent of about 20 feet, they 
entered a passage "300 vard= lon-r. '.vhich

opens into a splendid casern nearly a mile \ 
in circumference. 
It is supported by ] 50 j 


crystal piihrs. 30 or-10 feel in liei^lil. In i 
the centre it 5s said to be a peirifica'Jon, 


and sea and sky, she has been secretly &> 
silently at work for ages in her dark labo- 
ratory, fashioning the subterranean tem- 
ples and palaces, which, when exposed 
lo the gaze of man, sinks his skill and his 
power into utter insignificance. 
As if ti- 


red of the display of her prodigality in 
the thousand varieties of animal and veg- 
etable, the thousand different and distinct 
forms even of the weeds we tiead on,yet 
all, at least *to the eye of the naluralisl, 
are perfect in symmetry and beauty—thus 
in the plenitude of infinite resources and 
sell-sudiciency of power, she hides her 
faircsl and grandest productions from be^ 
ings to whose powers they arc immeasur- 
ably superior. 
And the same exquisite o 


conomy which has peopled every part of 
the external world whh myriads oi beau- 
tiful creation, rear*, fur below our feet, 
monuments of grandeur wonderful as u'e 
dream of in lhc wildest romance. Tiieie 
was, indeed, an era in the history of tlrti 
fine arts, when tlicii cications vied even 
with these interior temples. 
But the spi- 


rit of a Phidias has passed away ; and 
\vhilc the taste of modern times can suf- 
fer the delapidation of such work? as the 
Parthenon -and Adrian pillars, it may 
well be questioned if the genius to plan or 
cxocnle them yet remains. 


These caverns of the limestone coun- 


tries have never been found in the moie 
compact crj-stahzation of the primitive 
rocks: the solid under strata of the earth 
seems ihe foundation on which nature 
haa built these chefs d'cenvic of her arch- 
itecture. 
Myslerious in her productions, 


ue arc filled with awe and admiration in 
the grand spectacle of other planets, 
which arc worlds in space; yet these 
subterraneous wonders seem to the imag- 
ination more exquisite, as the mechanism 
of man appears more marvellous, though 
moie minute, than all the visible uni- 
verse. 


And how many such may be around 


and beneath us, while we arc unconscious 
of their existence! These vast and 
and solitary halls, whose grandeur has 
been formed and perfected in darkness, 
may icar their massive arches among the 
unquariiecrmountnins of this legion, and 
wait only the increased demands of civili- 
zation to be laid open to the gaze and in- 
trusion of man.—fFincli. Hep.

This is veiy much affected by 
the saltpetre; and, as lhc professor re- 
marks, lhc nic-U becomes as diflbicnia 
substance from what it should be, as lea- 
ther is from tht1 raw hide before il is sub- 
jected lo the proee^ of tanning. 
Ifc as- 


ciibcs to' the: pernicious ell'ects of this 
chemical change, all the diseases which 
are common to mariners and others who 
subsist principally on sailed meat—such 
as scuivy, sotc gums, decayed teeth, ul- 
cers, &c.—and advises a total abandon- 
ment of the use of saltpetre in tho making 
of pickle for beef, pork, &c. The best 
substitute for which, he says is sugar-—a 
small quantity rendering the meatswcet- 
er, more wholesome, and equally as du- 
lable. -These statements ought to be re- 
membered ,by farmers, butchcis, packers 
ot sea provisions, p\nchasers and consu- 
mers,—they avc of pcculiai importance lo 
the latter i-lass—of which some thousands 
arc connected with our own community.

.Vnd the same exquisite e- 
conomy which has peopled every part of 
the external world with myriads of beau­ 
tiful creation, rears, far below our feet, 
monumonts of grandeur W(uuierful as we 
dream of in the wildest romance. 
There 
wail, indeed, an era in the history of llrt; 
fine arts, when their cioalions vied even 
with ihes(i interior temples. 
Hut the spi­ 
rit of a Phidias has |>asscul away ; and 
while the taste of mod<*rn times can suf­ 
fer the dclapidation of such works as the 
Parthenon and Adrian pillars, it may 
well be questioned if the genius to plan or 
execule them yet rcmain«. 


These caverns of the limestone coun­ 
tries have never been found in ihe more 
compact crystalization of the primilive 
rocks: the solid under strata of the earih 
seems the foundation on which nalure 
haa built these chefs il’teuvre of her arch­ 
itecture.

York Farmer, denounces the use ofsalt|>e- 
tro in brine inlended’for the preservation 
of animal ilesh to be kept for food.—That 
part oflhe saltpetre which is absorbed by 
the meat, he says, is nitric acid, or aqua 
fortis— a deadly poison. 
Animal flesh, 
previous to the addition of pickle, con­ 
sists of gelatinous and fibrous substances, 
the former only possessing a nutritious 
virtue. 
This is very much aflecled by 
the saltpolre; and, as the professor re­ 
marks, the meal becomes as difl'ereni a 
sulwtance from v.’hal il should be, as lea­ 
ther is from ihe raw hide before il is sub­ 
jected to the process of tanning. 
He as­ 
cribes to' the pernicious efl'ects of this 
chemical change, all the diseases which 
are common to mariners and others who 
subsist principally on salted meal—such 
as scurvy, sore gums, decayed teeth, ul­ 
cers, <fcc.— and advises a total abandon 
ment oflhe use of saltpetre in the making 
of pickle for beef, pork, itc. 
'I’he best 
substitute for which, lie savs is sugai'—a 
small quantity iTudering the meal swQet- 
er, more wholesome, and equally as du- 
ral'.le. " 'i’hese statements ought to be re­ 
membered by farmers, butchers, packers 
ot sea provisions, purchasers and consu- 
mcr.s,—they are of peculiar imporlance lo 
the latter class—of which some tlinusunds 
are connected wilh our own community.

Opium.— Opium, so much used asme> 
dicine to allay pain and occasion sleep, is 
the juice obtained from the unripe seed 
vessels of a species of while poppy. 
In 
nmuy parts of Asia Minor whole fiel^ 
aro sown wilh its seeds, as our’s are with 
corn.— When the heads are ncarly ripe, 
they are wounded on one side with • 
sharp instrumcnl, and a white liquor flow í 
out, which (he heat of the .sun hardens 
upon them ; tin's is opium. 
It is collect» 
ed the next day, when fresh wounds are 
made on the opposite side oflhe seed ves­ 
sel ; but whal comes from the first incis­ 
ion is decidedly the best. 
When the 
piumis collectcd, it is moistened with á 
small (|uantily of water m honey» and 
worked on a board until it has the consii- 
tency of pilch, when it is formed into 
cakes or rolls for sale.

apprehensions that crimes are intended to 
be committed, by issuing all .«uch war- 
ranls'and other processes as tnay be ne- 
teetsary to bring olTenders to jusllee, par 
tlcularly such as are guilty of murder, 
false imprisonmi-Mit, bou^e buriiiu|r, rol 
bery, forcible entries, ami all such like 
heinous oflcnces. 
In this enumeration 
of ‘heinous olienceH,’ he alludes to thf 
steps recently taken by the U. H. Marsh­ 
al to remove the intruders tipon the In­ 
dian lands, which resulted in the death, 
ori^s the Governor would call it, the 
ihiurder* of Owens.

injluence of the Moon on Rain.—From 
the comparison of a series of observationi, 
continued for twenty eight years, at Mu­ 
nich, Stuigard and Augsburg, by Profes­ 
sor Schublcr, it appears that the maximum 
number of rainy days takes place between 
the iir.-it quarter .and the new moon. 
The 
nuiçber of rainy days in the last of these 
intervals, is lo lhat in the first as 096 to 
SI.*!, or in round numbers, as 6 to 6.— 
And tliii portion is not only true of the 
iwenly-eight years taken together, but al­ 
so of ihe separate groups of four years, 
wi“** h gave analogous numbers, we there­ 
fore conclude, that it rains more frequent­ 
ly during the wane of tho moon. . 'fho 
r,i.ults obtained by Schubler receive sup­ 
port from a series of observations made by 
Hil*;ram, at Vienna. 
On 100 repetitiona 
of the same prase, Pilgram found the falls 
of the rain lo be as follosvs : 
New moon 
20, mean of the iwo quarters 25, full 
moon 29; consequently, at Vienna, as 
well as at Augsburg and Stuigard, it rains 
more frequently on the day of the full, 
than on tlial of the new moon.

^Proclamation, addressed^ the citizens, 
of ih'e counties in tlie CrceWNation, am

Marshal of the District of Alabama to re 
move all persons from the territory cedet, 
by the Creek Indians, is a violation of tin.

The second circumstance with which 


we • were struck was the mode of sub- 
scribing the acts. 
Each prelate in the 


proper order of hib place, went alone to 
the altar and subscribed the record which 
had been laid upon it by the Secretary, 
after he had read tjie titles of the acts, <fc 
the fathers had given their verbal assent 
by tlie expression, placet, upon the 
question having been put by the Arch- 
bishop. 


The 
Council adjourned to the third 


Sunday after Jiaster, in the year 1837. 
Conformably to tlie discipline of the Cath- 
olic Church, the acts of the Synod "will 
not be published until after they shall 
have been submitted to the examination 
of the supreme head of the church, that 
their conformity with the doctrine and the 
general discipline of tho whole body of 
the other Churches of the Catholic com- 
munion throughout the world might be 
thus ascertained ; and thereby the essen- 
tial unity of the entire collection of rnenr- 
bers be preserved and secured, whilst suf- 
ficient liberty is given to each special por- 
tion to legislate according to its own pe- 
culiar circumstances. 


Some'of the prelates and their compan-

United Stales.—Bell's Weekly Messen- 
ger, of 8th September, in alluding to an 
expected meeting at Toeplitz, of the Em- 
perors of Russia and Austria and the King 
of Prussia, adds— 


'•Thoie is a very general opinion that 


the Northern States of Sweden and Den- 
mark will be represented in this confer- 
ence, and that even the United States will 
so far take a part in the general object of 
the measure, as to endeavor to procure a 
"settlement of the long disputed question 
of the British right of search, and of seiz- 
ing their own men on board American 
ships. It would be absurd, however, to 
entertain any apprehensions that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States would make 
any common cause in the general objec 
of a monarchi.nl confederacy, and couh 
become members of an alliance agains 
the rights-and liberties of mankind."' 


In a subsequent part of the same article, 


the Messenger thus explains the supposed 
object of the United States in such a Con- 
gress,- approves its justice, and urges the 
renunciation of the British claim to im- 
pressment. 


The object of the U. States is to avail 


themselves of a state of peace to procure 
what ought to be conceded to them, name- 
ly, theliriiish claim to search their ships 
in time of war. 
"We sav again and again, 


il is n claim against all right and reason 
on the part of our Government. It is an 
intolerable -imposition upon the feelings 
of a people and Government as free and 
high-spirited as ourselves.

cient thickness. It is then beaten to break 
down the clay, which is easily shaken 
out.

chouc, wliich are v/aier-pioof, and when 
smoked look like leather.

tants of Quito prepare from it a kind of 
;loth, which they use as we do oil & sail- 
iloth, and in the West Indies flambeaux 
ire made of it, that burn without a wick; 
ind are used by fishermen when they go 
out to (ibh ai night. 


Niagara Whirlpool.—This "Whirlpool, 


which is severabmiles below ihe FJls at 
Niagara, is a large deep basin, about the 
size of Primrose Hill, at the back of Chalk 
Farm, in which the waters ol the mighty 
St. Lawrence revolve in one .perpetual 
whirl, caused by their being obstructed 
by an angle of the steep and dreary banks 
which overhang this dreadful place.

Wallace, the blacksmith, bad a son, a fine 
youth, who one clay went clow-u to the 
whirlpool, and the current proving loo 
strung for him, he was carried into the 
whirl. His poor distracted mother sat 
on the gloomy bank for"hours and days,

leave the "rnft—he was not afraid, all 
would go safe; entreaty was unavailing, 
and the raft, with the unfortunate head- 
strong man upon it, made its way down- 
wards,-and was soon drawn within the 
fatal circle round which forjthree days 
and three nights it continued to revolve, 
all the efforts'of a thousand anxious spec- 
tators proving unavailing.

fnjlumee of the Moon on JRain.—From 


the comparison of aperies of observations, 
continued for twenty eight years, at Mu- 
nich. Stulgard and Augsburg, by Profes- 
sor Schubler, it appears that the maximum 
number of rainy days takes place between 
the first quarter and the new moon. . The 
number of rainy days in the last of these 
intervals, is to that in the first as G96<to 
845, or in round numbers, as 5 "to G".— 
And this portion is not only true of the 
twenty-eight years taken together, but al- 
so of the separate groups of four years, 
wif'l-h gave analogous numbers, we there- 
fore conclude, that it rains more frequent- 
ly during the wane of the maon. , The 
results obtained by Schubler receive sup- 
port from a series of observations made,by 
Pilgrani, at Vienna. 
On 100 repetitions 


of the same prase, Pilgram found the falls 
of the rain to be as follows : New moon 
26, mean of the two quarters 25, full 
moon 29: consequently, at Vienna, as 
well as at Augsburg and Stutgard, it rains 
more frequently on the day of the full, 
than on that of the new moonT -Arago 


marks in regard to the observations: 


•Confining ourselves to the principal re- 
sults, it seem? difficult to resist the con- 
clusion that the moon exercises an influ- 
ence on our atmosphere ; that in virtue of 
this influence, rain falls more frequently 
towards the second octant, than at any oth- 
er period of the lunar month ; and lastly, 
that the chances of rain are fewest be- 
tween the last quarter and the fourth oc- 
tant.
